A BATTLE between Police 
Minister Moshe Shahal and 
former police inspector-gen- 
eral Ya‘acov Temer erupted 
following yesterday's High 
Court of Justice ruling up- 
holding the latter's petition. 
The petition sought to void a 
report by State Comptroller 
Miriam Ben-Porat regarding 
the events which led to 
Temer’s forced resignation 
two-and-a-half years ago. 

It was the first time the 
High Court had ever over- 
tured a state comptroller's 
report. 

The court ruled 4-1 that there 
were defects in the report, which 
stated that Temer had lied about 
conducting discussions with La- 
bor Party officials about entering 
politics while he was still in 
uniform. 

Justices Eliezer Goldberg, 
Eliahu Mazza, Mishael Cheshin, 
and Dalia Domer said Terner 
should have been given a chance 
to examine the evidence against 
him before the report was re- 
- leased. Former court president 
Meir Shamgar dissented. 

While Terner said that yester- 
day was probably the happiest of 
his life and that he was pleased he 
had waged the long legal battle, 
Shahal called him a liar and ac- 
cused him of falsifying evidence. 

“Instead of being happy, it 
would probably be better if 
Terner stopped lying. Maybe he 
will learn his tesson πον." he 
said.

The source cited several other 
examples of errors: The biblical 


palace of King Ahab near Sebas- 
tia, in Samaria, which should 
have remained under Israeli con- 
wol, was delineated on the map in 
yellow as being in Area B. The 
old Sephardic cemetery in He- 
bron was mistakenly delineated 
as being under Palestinian rule. 
Also, villages in the Ramailah 
area which should have been in 
Area B appeared on the maps in 
Area C. 

A senior army officer yester- 
day downplayed the significance 
of the changes, saying they are 
not major. 

“These things are a fact of life. 
The area is intricately detailed in 
the agreement and it was inevita- 
ble that mistakes would be 
made,"* he said.

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HE HAGUE (Reuter) - The 
alleged slaughter of Maslems by 
Bosnian Serbs at Srebrenica in 
July marked a dismal failure for 
the United Nations, the Nether- 
lands said yesterday. 

But Dutch UN peacekeepers 
were powerless to prevent the 
Serbs seizing the “safe area” and 
should not be blamed for the sub- 
sequent carnage, Defense Minis- 
ter Joris Voorhoeve said. 

Media reports have suggested 
thousands of men were killed 
though the exact number has not 
been established. 

“The oumber of men killed 
cannot yet be established, but 
may be several thousand,” Voor- 
hoeve told a news conference on 
the role of the Dutch peacekeep- 
ers during the fall of Srebrenica.

Voorhoeve said repeated re- 
quests to UN commanders for air 
strikes were turned down until it 
was too late. 

The air strikes then had to be 
abandoned quickly when the Serbs 
threatened to kill 55 Dutch peace- 
keepers they had taken hostage. 

In Zagreb, Croatia’s ruling par- 
ty looked poised yesterday to win 
elections that could influence cru- 
cial talks this week in the United 
States intended to hammer out an 
overall peace settlement, 

The vote for the lower house οὗ 
parliament was seen as a referen- 
dum on Croatian President 
Franjo Tudjman’s strong nation- 
alist line, highlighted by his 
avowed determination to regain 
the Eastern Slavonia region from 
rebel Serbs. 

The return of Eastern Slavonia 
is one of the two main problems 
to be tackled at the peace talks 
opening tomorrow in an air base 
near Dayton. Ohio, the other be- 
ing a package to end 3% years of 
war in Bosnia. 

Tudjman’s HDZ, buoyed by 
nationalist euphoria after mili- 
tary victories over rebel Serbs, 
had 44.2 percent of the vote — 
welf ahead of the combined op- 
position — with two-thirds of poll- 
ing stations accounted for. 

Tudjman has pledged to recap- 
ture Eastern Slavonia by force, as 
he did two other Serb-held regions 
this year, if there is ΠΟ agreement 
at the talks involving the presi- 
dents of Serbia, Bosnia and Cro- 
atia, due in Dayton today.

Fawning coverage of the 
HDZ’s campaign by state media 
and the speed with which the 
election was scheduled were both 
matters of concern, Finsberg 
said.

- By 10 a.m., youth delegates 
from a dozen nations were con- 
yerging on the General Assembly 
hall, as two days of discussions 
opened on a “program of action 
for youth.” 

In a basement conference 
room, Kofi Annan, uodersecre- 
tary-general for peacekeeping. 
had gathered 120 of his officers 
for a weekly closed-door session 
reviewing UN peace operations. 

Back upstairs, diplomats from 
the 15 Security Counci) nations as- 
sembied for private talks about an- 
other African crisis, in Liberia,

Congressional resolution to move the 

American Embassy to Jerusalem by May 

1999, which will automatically become 

law within 30 days, has caused an avalanche of 

anti-American statements in the Arab world. 

But, coutrary to expectations, it has done noth- 
ing to derail the peace process. 

In concrete terms nothing has happened. 
Yasser Arafat's call for an Arab summit meet- 
ing bas been ignored — Secretary-General of the 
Arab League Esmat Abdel Maguid has said 
such a meeting is unlikely now. And the Arab 
Committee on Jerusalem, headed by King Has- 
san of Morocco, has also turned down Arafat's 
Tequest to convene. : 

Nor has Arafat himself taken any steps to 
protest the move. He seems to have limited his 
Tesponse (0 quoting President Bill Clinton's 
assurances that the White House will use its 
Tight to postpone the move when the time 
comes. (What Clinton failed to specify is what 
would happen if Robert Dole. the bill’s sponsor, 
becomes president next year.) 

The American decision has demonstrated 
that fears of fierce Arab reaction against the 
peace process as a result of the Jerusalem reso- 
lution — fears tirelessly spread by the State 
Department and the Europeans and abetted by 
the Israeli government ~ are groundless, They 
are a reflection of an attitude, prevalent since 
the establishment of Israel, which perceives 
Arab willingness to negotiate with Israel as a 
favor and a concessiun. 

The Arabs are at Jeast as interested in an 
Israeli withdrawal from the territories as the 
goverment is eager to attain a signed accord. 
They will do nothing to upset this withdrawal. If 
anything, the Congress has shown that treating 
Israel as ἃ norraal nation whose capital is recog- 
nized by the world’s superpower can only has- 
ten the acceptance of Israel's reality and ad- 
vance the cause of peace. (This is not the first 
time that American devisiveness has exposed 
European “‘even-handedness™ for the impo- 
tence and hypocrisy it represents. American 
action in Bosnia is a similar example.) 
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Not that the Europeans can be weaned of 
their addiction to self-serving sanctimony. They 
know that the Oslo agreement specifically re- 
stricts the Palestinian Authority's governmental 
activities (o Gaza and Jericho. But they contin- 
ue, in demonstrative defiance of Israeli re- 
quests, to treat Orient House as the Palestinian 
foreign ministry. 

On Friday, a delegation of EU ministers, led 
by Spanish Foreign Minister Javier Solana visit- 
ed Orient House for official discussions with 
Faisal Husseini, the PA's minister for Jerusalem 
affairs and unofficial foreign minister. Their 
intention was obviously to reinforce the Pales- 
tinian claim to Jerusalem, and it may well be 
that such European visits, coupled with Israel's 
half-hearted, mealy-mouthed protests, encour- 
age the PLO to believe that no matter what 
Congress decides, they will win the battle for 
Jerusalem. 

Nor is Orient House the only governmental 
representation of the PA in Jerusalem. The 
Palestinians have obviously realized that the 
more PA agencies become entrenched in Jeru- 
salem, the more difficult it will be to ignore 
Palestinian claims to the capital. There are more 
than 30 offices and agencies af the PA in the 
city. And on Sunday, Peace Watch, the noa- 
partisan agency that monitors compliance with 
the Oslo agreements, revealed that the Palestin- 
ian Water Authority is also operating in Jerusa- 
Jem in violation of the accords. That the agency 
is funded by the United Nations Development 
Program makes the violation particularly 
outrageous, 

The High Caurt of Justice has been asked by 
the B'tzedek organization to demand that the 
goverament explain its failure to close the PA’s 
offices in Jerusalem. The nuling is expected ‘‘at 
a later date,’ and the court may conclude that 
such political matters are not within its purview. 
But the blunt facts have heen made clear by 
Justice Mishael Cheshin's comment after read- 
ing B'tzedek’s evidence: “Δ kind of Palestinian 
Authority government is functioning in eastern 
Jerusalem,’” be remarked.

tion: Buses and trucks are responsible for 

a disproportionate number of fatal traffic 
accidents. The public hus the right to expect the 
precise opposite. Drivers of such vehicfes are 
specially licensed. and they can be more easily 
ins d and monitored. One would expect, 
too, that professional drivers would be more 
experienced and responsible than others. 

But, as former MK. Uriel Lyan pointed out in 
an article io the Hebrew press yesterday, the 
two horrific recent accidents, whose combined 
tolf was 18 fatalities, involved a truck and ἃ bus. 
“They are a direct result of behavior patierns 
which have become the norm among tnick 
drivers and bus drivers,”” he asserted. 

Neither the statistics nor the general impres- 
sion of mindlessness some drivers of heavy 
vehicles make on the read should reflect on the 
majority of such drivers. Most are responsible 
and cautious. But. as Dov Levy pointed out in 
an Op-Ed article in yesterday's Jerusalem Post,

Clearly, driver education can do πὸ harm, and 
a public relations campaign against violations 
of traffic laws and rudimentary road etiquette 
can be useful. So can infrastructure improve- 
ments, and safety measures like lighting. divid- 
ers, barriers and clear warnings of hazards on 
highways. And, undoubtedly, laws which pro- 
hibit pressuring bus drivers to meet unteason- 
able schedules and forcing truck drivers to work 
unconscionably long hours will also help. 

But the main culprit, the most lethal cause of 
accidents, is speed. A drastic reduction of fataii- 
ties can be achieved only by iowering speed 
limits and enforcing them. But iraffic police are 
so scarce on Israel's roads that exceeding the 
speed limit becomes an irresistible temptaiion. 

Proper enforcement may mean unpopular 
goverment expenditures on more police. Bui 
even the most tight-fisted legislator must realize 
that the toll of more than 500 snaual deaths 
makes such spending a vital and urgeni need.

When both parties 

are in military equilibrium and 

have no intention of fighting each 

other — Israel and Egypt, for exam- 

ple - peacekeepers are nice to 

have around, but they are mere 
window dressing. 

The second law of peacekeeping 
is that where there is no peace, 
Sending peacekeepers is a disaster. 
When the parties remained unrec- 
onciled ~ as in Beirut or Somalia, 
for example -- peacekeepers simply 
become targets. 

The third law of peacekeeping is 
that Americans make the best tar- 
gets. Lf you are unhappy with the 
imposed peace, there is nothing 
like blowing up 240 Marines or 
killing 18 US Army Rangers to 
make your point, Killing Ameri- 
cans is ἃ faster way to victory than 
killing your traditional enemy. 

From which follows one of the 
rare absolutes in foreign policy: 
Never send peacekeepers — cer- 
tainly not American ones ~ to po- 
lice an ongoing, unsettled war. Yet 
President Clinton long ago com- 
mitted the US to sending 25,000 
peacekeeping troops ta police ἃ 
Bosnian peace. He made this offer 
in his usual foreign policy way: 
unreflective offhandedness in the 
service of expediency. 

And now, as a Bosnian agree- 
ment of sorts approaches, his bluff 
is about to be called. Must the 
covatry go along with his folly? 

Tf. in the coming peace talks at 
an air force base in Dayton, Ohio, 
the Serbs, Croats and Bosnians 
can be brought to agree to a real 
peace, one they will be satisfied 
with and truly respect, that would 
be wonderful.

ANCE-LOVERS over 50 
D have usually seen the im- 

mortal Swan Lake sever- 
al times, and somehow each new 
perfonnance has its own allure.

Sampras in position to recapture _

Ἦ PARIS (Reuter) -- Pere Sampras

will recapture the No. 1 spot from 
fellow American Andre Agassi 
next week, a spokesman for the 
ATP Tour said yesterday. 

Sampras, who was overtaken 
by Agassi last April, earned 215 
points by reaching the semifinals 
in Essen last week. This kept 
Sampras in second place in yes- 
lerday's rankings with 5,048

Graham tells tale of misdeeds 


LONDON (AP) -- Former soccer 
manager George Graham, fired 
bv Arsenal last season for accept- 
ing financial gifts from an agent, 
admitted yesterday he received 
£140,000 for recommending Pe- 
ter Schmeichel and Andrei Kan- 
chelskis to rival Manchester 
United.

“Looking back, I should have 
said ‘I'm not taking that,""" Gra- 
ham told the Sun. ‘‘But it was a 
present. It wasn't asked for. It 
wasn’t organized, He put it in my 
hand and said ‘There you go'.”” 

Graham later received another 
£285,000 from the agent by bank- 
ers’ draft paid into an account. 

When Graham ran into prob- 
lems with the British tax authori- 
ties, he declared the payments to 
Arsenal, whose owners fired him 
without compensation. 

At the time, it was thought the 
payments were connected with 


the transfers to Arsenal of Dan- 
ish-based players Pal Lydersen, a 
Norwegian defender, and John 
Jensen, goalscoring star of Den- 
mark’s European Championship 
triumph in 1992, 

Graham, who was banned by 
the FA for a year for breaking 
their rules by accepting gifts, told 
the Sun he received nothing from 
these transfers. 

The FA said.Graham is -unlike- 
ly to face further disciplinary ac- 
tion over his new disclosures. 

“Everything 1 have read so far 
appears to have been covered by 
the Commission of Inquiry,” FA 
spokesman Steve Double said.

ITV’s ‘hot’ coverage gets cool reviews 


ITV coverage of Maccabi Tel 
Aviv's “‘hot'’ winter of European 
play began Thursday, bur the 
caveruge proved a bit tepid for 
our taste. 

It's not that the game wasn't 
exciting — Maccabi’s overtime vic- 
tory was a real nailbiter. It's just 
that the presentation of the 
games seems to remain static 
from year to year. Take the cam- 
era angles, for example: while 
NBA and college hoops feature 
above the basket cumeras and 
other such innovations, our view 
of the Maccabi games seems to 
Stay the same. 

True, the folks from Romema 
have added some improvements: 
the amount of on-screen statisti- 
cal information has been greatly 
expanded, with shooting percent- 
ages computed almost at a mo- 
ment’s notice, in fact, the on- 
Screen graphics have even gone 
One step tou far. in our opinion. 
Do we really need the upper 
right-hand corner clock remind- 
ing us how much time is left in 
every time-out taken? 

Also, ITV should consider a 
color other than yellow for the 
Stails — the graphics tend to get 
lost against the yellowish Yad 
Eliahu floor and the yellow Mac- 
cahi uniforms in the background. 

New analyst Professor Gabi 
Ben-Dor, who's replaced Arve 
Maliniak. is alsa a problem. Ben- 
Dor seems to know quite a bit 
about basketbali, but the color 
that comes τὸ mind when assess- 
ing his jab as “-color man" is grey.

AFTER intensive efforts by the 
US, the Amman economic con- 
ference will end today with the 
announcement of the establish- 
Ment of a Middle East develop- 
ment bank. : 

But intense opposition from 
European and Guif states could 
mire the new financial institution 
in disputes for the next few years, 
diplomats said. 

US officiais said the draft of the | 
articles of agreement on the bank 
are nearly complete. The institu- 
lion, called the Bank for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment in the Middle East and 
North Africa, will be located in 
Cairo and begin with $5 billion of 
capital. 

Supporters of the bank were 
Jed by the US and Middle East 
participants at the conference. In 
a mandate being drafted for the 
bank, it will promote private sec- 
tor growth, regional development 
projects and economic dialogue. 

A senior US official acknowl- 
edged that Washington had been 
opposed to the bank. What 
changed the minds of Americans, 
the official said, was the support 
it had both among Israelis and 
Arabs, particularly, the Palestin- 
jans, Egypt and Jordan. 

‘It's unprecedented that the 
four regional parties came in and 
made a presentation, which is

Syria, meanwhile, lashed out at 
the economic summit in Jordan, 
saying it was a cover for attempts 
to erase the Arabs’ identity.

It is also a means to 
obliterate the same of the Ar- 
abs,"’ Syrian state radio said.

Sparring with Arab journalists 
at the Amman economic confer- 
ence over the future of Jerusa- 
lem, Peres urged them to concen- 
trate on the future of the region. 
“Look at Asia, Latin America,”” 
he said. ‘‘The question is why not 
here. Many of you have to help 
out, not to be all the time with 
your head in the past with hatred 
and prejudice. Don’t do it for us. 
Do it for yourselves." 

He spoke at length on his vi- 
sion of a new Middle East and his 
view of the region’s history. He 
also recalled Palestinian leaders 


, who rejected any accommodation 
with Jewish sovereignty. 


“Nobody punished the Pales- 
tinian people more than the 
grand mufti of Jerusalem."’ he 
said, referring 10 the man who led 
the Arab rioting in 1936. He said 
he was glad that PLO chief 
Yasser Arafat is not following the 
mufti’s example. 

Peres then said the Arabs 
should learn from Israel’s exam- 
ple and introduce computers in 
their schools. “You don’t have to 
édiicaté “for whiat is known,"” he’ 
said. ‘You have to educate’ for 
what is unknown.

Some of Peres’s aides appeared 
uneasy over the exchange. Later, 


a diplomatic source said journal- 
ists identified with the Jordanian 
opposition managed to ask most 
of the questions, to the exclusion 
of the moderates. 

“He was too aggressive,” the 
source said of Peres's perfor- 
mance. *“He clashed with them."’ 

For their part, the journalists. 
were sanguine. Some of them 
said they regarded Peres’s vigot- 
ous defense of his government's 
position on Jerusalem as postur- 
ing for Israeli public opinion. 

But several acknowledged that 
they, too, had an agenda. “Ἂς an 
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Arab journalist sent:fo a gews 
conference with Peres, that's 
what we’re expected to ask,’” one 
said. 

Peres stressed Israel's conces- 
sions to the Arabs over the last 15 
years. “We gave back all [of Si- 
παῖ]. he said. *‘Did we get all the 
peace [from Egypt]? I'm not 
sure.”” 


He explained Israeli conces- 
sions to the Palestinians as solv- 
ing a national moral dilemma. 
“Nobody is threatening Israel 
militarily,”? he said. ‘It is neither 
weak nor poor. We did it basical- 
ly out of a moral choice. We don’t 
want to dominate the Palestinian 
people.”

International Shi’ite forum 
focuses on Jewish-Moslem ties 


THE spiritual leader of the Shi- 
"ite Moslem community in Eu- 
rope, Iranian Ayatollah Mehdi 
Rouhani, has called for the estab- 
lishment peace between Jews and 
Moslems through dialogue and 
mutual tolerance. 

- Rouhani, speaking at yester- 
day's closing of a three-day inter- 
national colloquium on Jewish- 
Moslem relations here, asserted 
that universal peace can be ob- 
tained neither by force nor with 
gold, but only through the rap- 
prochement of hearts. 

“T believe that Islam and Juda- 
ism comprise commandments 
and precepts which are similar 
and mutual, the knowledge of 
which could only lead to rap- 
prochement,"" he said. ΤΕΣ 
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ignorance of this community of 
thought has often, throughout 
history, provoked fratricidal 
confrontation." 

The colloquium was organized 
by ARARE (An Academic Re- 
sponse to Aatisemitism and Rac- 
ism in Europe), a group initiated 
by the Simon Weisenthal Center. 
More than 50 religious leaders 
aed academics from 20 countries 
participated in the meeting. 
Among them were Sheikh Rajai 
Abdo, the immam of Jericho; 
French Chief Rabbi Joseph Si- 
truk; and Prof. Raji Tami, of Ca- 
sablanca’s Hassan I Mosque. 
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Most of the speakers stressed 
the importance of a rapproche- 
ment between Jews and Mos- 
lems, not only because of the 
Middle East peace process, but 
because of the common problems 
confronting both communities in 
Europe: rising xenophobia and 
racism, identity and cultural crisis 
among the young, and religious 
fundamentalism. 

All Moslem participants de- 
nounced violence and empha- 
sized that Islam is a religion of 
peace that obliges its followers 
to respect both Jews and Chris- 
tians. 

“The true meaning of jihad is 
to overcome any any feeling of 
revenge, even when a Moslem is 
attacked,"” said Abdo.

BOTH Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Attorney-General Mi- 
chael Ben-Yair dismissed as “‘im- 
practical” a saggestion that anti- 
government protesters be 
forbidden to carry weapons while 
attending demonstrations, offi- 
cials in the Prime Minister’s Of- 
fice who attended yesterday’s cab- 
: inet meeting said. 

The suggestion was made by 
Education Minister Amnon Ru- 
binstein, who said he feared that 
unless something is done, demon- 
strations could turn violent. 

‘The issue came to the fore meet- 
ing after Housing Minister Binya- 
min Ben-Eliezer described how 
his car was atiacked outside the 
Knesset as tlie Oslo 2 agreement 
was being debated. 

However, ueither Rabin nor 
Ben-Yair felt there is ἃ practical 
way for police to enforce such a 
measure. Other ministers noted 
that a request not to bring weap- 
ons would also have little value, 
since many of the protesters are 


settlers who feel that weapons are ᾿ 


_needed to ensure their own safety 

on their way to and from the 
demonstration. 

Meanwhile, while briefiig min- 
isters on his recent trip to the 
United Nations and his meeting 
with American Jewish leaders; 
Rabio reiterated his criticism
